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TO ALL PARTIES AND TO THEIR COUNSEL OF RECORD: 


PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that creditor Church of Scientology International ("the 
Church") will and hereby does move, this Court, (1) striking the seven volumes filed 
by debtor Gerald Armstrong ("Armstrong") as evidence in opposition to the Church's 
motion for relief from stay ("the evidence") and removing them from the court's 
records or, in the alternative, for an order sealing Volumes I and VI of the evidence; 
(2) preventing Armstrong from, in the future, filing any documents which are, contain, 
or refer to copies, altered versions, or revisions of the Church's confidential scripture; 
and (3) sanctioning Armstrong for his abuse of the Court's procedures. 

As grounds for this motion, the Church states: 

1. In opposition to the Church's motion for relief from stay, filed with this 
Court on April 26, 1995 and set to be heard on May 25, 1995, Armstrong filed two 
declarations and seven volumes of what he termed "Evidence in Support of Opposition 
to Scientology's (sic) Motion for Relief From Stay." This "evidence" has nothing to 
do with the issues presented by the Church's motion for relief, which is a 
straightforward motion asking the Court to permit the Church to conclude the state 
court action against Armstrong, which was set to go to trial today. Instead, the 
"evidence" consists of voluminous declarations, previously filed by Armstrong in other 
matters, all of which have as their general import his opinion that the Church is "bad;" 
declarations of other anti-Scientology litigants, also previously filed in other matters, 
also expressing their opinions that the Church is "bad;" two new declarations insisting 
that Armstrong is a Christian and, because of his Christianity, has been compelled by 
God to violate both his settlement agreement with the Church and court orders based 
on that agreement; and copied and/or altered versions of some of the Church's 
confidential scripture, which consist of protected trade secrets; 

2 . Armstrong's voluminous evidentiary filing provided no evidence of 
relevance to the matters placed at issue by the Church's motion, but instead severely 
burdened the resources of the Court; 
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3. Two of the volumes of evidence filed by Armstrong contain materials 
which are confidential trade secrets belonging to the Church and which, pursuant to 
California and federal law, should be sealed from public view. Further, Armstrong was 
aware before he filed these documents that they were so protected. He filed the 
identical documents in the underlying state court proceedings, and they were stricken 
by the state court at that time; and 

4. Armstrong's filing was in bad faith, malicious, and intended purely to 
prejudice and harass the Church. 

This application is based this notice of motion, the attached Declaration of 
Laurie J. Bartilson and exhibits thereto, the accompanying Memorandum of Points 
and Authorities, the file in this matter, and any argument which may properly come 
before this court.
